Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: On March 28, 2007, the applicant's representative Mr. Svihla 
initiated an interview with the examiner of record supervisor (Mr. Sparks). Mr. Svihla indicated that he had made 
several attempts to contact both the examiner of record and the examiner of records supervisor (Mr. Sparks). I 
indicated that Examiner Shin was presently on leave and that he would be returning from leave sometime soon. I also 
extended my apologies to Mr. Svihla for my failure to return his telephone call in an expeditious manner. Mr Svihla 
indicated that he would like to have a discussion about the examiner's final rejection mailed December 4, 2006. Mr 
Svihla indicated that he was unable to properly respond to the examinees rejection because the examiner's double- 
patenting rejections indicates that the instant claims are substantially "functionally and/or operationally identical 
claimed subject matter..." to the claims in the references relied upon in the rejections.. Mr. Svihla, indicated that it is 
unclear what is meant be "substantially identical." Furthermore, Mr. Svihla indicated that the examiner rejected the 
claims under obviousness-type double patenting but the examiner does not appear to identify any differences that exist 
betweeen the instant claims and the references relied upon. Finally, Mr. Svihla indicated that the applicants presented 
substantive remarks, some of which are identified above, in the Request for Reconsideration filed February 28, 2007 
and the examiner responded with a Advisory Action mailed by the Office on March 8, 2007. However, Mr Svihla 
indicated that the examiner' remarks provided in the Advisory action failed to address any of applicant's concerns 
provided in the Request for Reconsideration filed February 28, 2007. Mr Svihla indicated that the Advisory action 
simply indicated that the examiner disagrees with the applicant's interpretation of the claims and the references. 
Accordingly, Svihla indicated that applicants found it difficult to respond to the examiner's action given that the 
Examiner's rejection mailed December 4, 2006 and the Advisory Action mailed February 28, 2007 failed to point out 
with any specificity, the examiner's reasoning for rejectioning the claims under obviousness double-patenting. I 
indicated to Mr. Svihla that I would review the record and give earnest considerations to comments provided above and 
contact him the following week after consulting with the examiner of record. On April 2, 2007, after consulting with both 
the examiner and two Workgroup QAS's within the TC, I initiated a conversation with Mr. Svihla and indicated to Mr. 
Svihla that I had reviewed the record and determined that applicants remarks were substantially correct and that the 
FINALITY of the examiner's action dated December 4, 2006 will be withdrawn and new office action clarifying the 
examiner's position is forthcoming. No action by the applicants is necessary .
